Russia, it is said, tenders her 
offices for modiiition, and Austria and Great 
Britain are most anxious for peace. 
In this 
connection it is to be noted that stocks 
advanced fasterJ ay in London and gold fell in 
New York. 
At the same time we learn that 
the demand for a E'iroi>can congress is gen­ 
eral and somewhat imperious, 
Russia aud 
Austria seem dclermiued to prevent, if pos­ 
sible, I’riujsta from making too much capital 
out of this war. 
Tho spirit of the latest news encouragM the 
bcliet that among all the Powers the feeling 
prevails that the war has lasted sufliclently 
long; that Franco ha¿ been sufficieaLIy humili­ 
ated, 
and that Prusaia is already become 
dangerously powerful. 
The moral sense of 
mankind is loud against Ihu continuance of the 
war. 
It is notorious that all over Great Bri­ 
tain the workingmen have tieguu to believe 
that tho war, iii its present shape, is a war 
against their imler. 
Tho feeling has become 
so strong in I.oudon that the power of the 
police and the army uloue prevents violent 
popular demonstrations. 
VVe know how it is 
here. 
Not iiawilliug to see French vanity 
effoctiially snubbed, we have no desire to see 
France reduced to the rank of a second or 
third rate Power. 
The German democrats 
reveal similar feelings; so powerfully, in fact, 
that King William is threatened with an tipris- 
ing in his rear. 
This, however, is not all. 
A astria sees, and sees clearly, that if the 
war is not soon ended her twelve millions of 
Germans will kick 
at Austrian rule and 
exchange the caution of Beust for the dash and 
vigor of Bismarck. 
The 
Fatherland, an 
ancient watchword, powerful in the days of 
Goethe and Schiller, dangerously powerful in 
the days of the Tugendbund, is now the 
mightiest name in Europe. 
The Fatherland, 
through Prussia, has fuuod its strengtb, and 
all Eiirojie leeU that a new era, wIU or 
nil, has been entered upon. 
The North, 
through Prussia mainly, has been cultivated, 
taught to feel and know 
its strength; and 
Ihe German legions, strong in brain, and 
strong also in limb, are no longer to be held in 
check by any neighboring Power, or by any 
combination of Powers. 
The German people 
to-day core little about kings or kaisers, but 
they care much for Fatherland, aud they are 
resolved that Fatherland shall never again be 
divided. 
The A ustrian government feels this 
and trembles. 
Rassia sees it and scarcely 
ktiown what to do. 
Russia only knows that a 
united Germany will leave her hut few chances 
iu Europe. 
Belgium, Holland, Ooiunark, and 
even Sweden, know that they must at no dis­ 
tant day. to save themselves from sorrow, 
bocomo tributaries to the great German nation­ 
ality. 
Great Britain oven is convisced that 
the day i.s past when she cunid rule Europe by 
(vuiuing combinations. 
Taking into acoount 
the peculiarly painful situation of France and 
the dcvelopmeiu of this now and wonderful 
force in contra! Europe, we cannot wonder 
that the iledre for peac“ has bo.:(une so geneval 
and so atroug.

France has no longer a 
good reason to prolong the contest,

Prussia, or, rather, Gcrmuny. has good reason 
to wish the cumpaigu ended beloro the rough 
winter season fsdly sets in.

A cessation of hostilities is desirable for 
France, desirable for Germauy, desirable for 
Europe, do'^iraole, in fact, for the w orld; for 
commerce, which lives and thrives by liberty, 
has grown impatient of what it thinks uncalled- 
for restraint.

Would it be wonderful if ao armistice, followed 
by a congress, would lead to a w ar which 
would make an end of all past treaties, 
unhinge the European equilibrium and make 
necessary a general contest destructive beyond 
all the w ars of the F irst Napoleon, all the 
seven years’ struggle and all the thirty years ’ 
confusion and fighting? 


We are not without hopes of peace. 
But 
the combustible elements of European society 
are so numerous that we cannot say that any 
armistice or any congress will lead to a per- 
aopoat poaio ¡wtUogieiU.

The Sumner organ comes to the relief of its 
favorite and argues upon tho points named 
briefiy as follows:— 1. That the last three add 
nothing to tho case. 
2. That it confirms a 
popular impression that Sumner’s opposition 
to the St. Domingo treaty was one reason 
which led to the removal of M otley; and, 3. 
That if the authorilies at Washington had 
studied English opinion as expressed through 
English papers, concerning the cslimation in 
which Motley is held in the country to which 
ho Is accredited the fourth reason for dismissal 
would not have been given. 
The Boston Post—democratic organ, and 
consequently anti-administration 
and anti- 
Sumner, as well as antl-M otlcy-gives the case, 
in its own characteristic way, th u s:—That, in 
the first place, Motley refused to follow his 
instructions and committed bis government to 
certain vlewa by submitl'mg his despatches pre­ 
maturely to tho revision of Lord C larendon; 
that Motley was appointed upon the promise 
of Senator Sumner to support the adm inistra­ 
tion; that Sumner failed to do so when he 
opposed Fresident G rant’s policy in regard to 
the annexation of St. Domingo, and hence 
SummVs influence, as affecting Motley’s am­ 
bassadorship, fell to the bottom of the Carib­ 
bean Sea. 
These are the main features in the Motley 
case, as discussed by the loading Boston 
papers on both sides of politics. 
It is in that 
latitude the subject invokes more interest and 
ciiallenges more comment than, possibly, in 
any other section of tho country. 
Now, all these statements of a Washington 
correspondent of a Boston paper may be true 
or tlicy may not. 
But suppose they all prove 
to be true, what do they amount to ? 
Simply 
th is:—That General Grant sent Motley as Min­ 
ister to England with certain private intruo- 
Hons; that Motley betrayed the Fresident and 
his policy about the Alabama claims and other 
m atters affecting our relations with England 
by ail untimely disclosure of the same to tho 
British M inister; that .Senator Snmner betrayed 
the I'resident by an ignominious forfeiture of 
his pledged word lo support his administra­ 
tion ; that the little m atter of the appointment 
of a Hecretary of Legation, in the person of 
Fish, Jr., son of the Secretary of State, ac­ 
celerated the discomfiture of Motley’s mis­ 
sion : that the voice of the English people is 
better heard tlnoiigli tho motithpleccs of the 
English journals th»n through the speeches 
and diplomatic despatches of the English gov- 
crnmeal. 
Under all the circumstances, therefoi^e, we 
hold that President G rant was not oiilyjustl- 
ticii in recalling Minister Motley, but, further­ 
more, if we hud been iu a state of war 
with Great Britain at the time, ho would have 
been siistaiuod by the American people in 
banging him for divulging the secrets of his 
foreign policy, as ho would have been in con­ 
demning to death a rebel spy caught in the act 
of “ plying his vocation’’ during the perilous 
hours of our nation’s existence.

If this policy were rigidly observed it 
would throw upou tho sev er^ oandidatos the 
herculean task of mauiifaotiirlng political capi­ 
tal with the members of county, district and 
ward nominating conventions, accordihg to tho 
office bought for by the candidate.

sirable object, however, attained by this new 
plan is, that it to a very considerable extent

Roosevelt, who has one strong rooommenda- 
tioD, tiiat be is to the manner born—being a 
native of the dislriot. 
ludependeut of this it is 
peculiarly a commercial district, most of its 
interests being connected wbh the business 
and commerce of the port, and Mr. Roosevelt, 
as the desconJaat of a very old commercial 
family, may very naturally be considered as 
identified with those interests and as having 
the support of all those persons most intimately 
connected with them.

Mr. Roosevelt, however, will assuredly re­ 
ceive all the sapjiort that the Democratic 
Union parly cun give him, backed by the slight 
republican vote in the district, and as, not­ 
withstanding this opposing infliieuee, he stands 
well with Tammany, it may be safely con­ 
cluded, from tiie policy of tho regency referred 
to above, that he will get the noininaliou of the 
couveution and tlie endorsement u f Tamniaay.

FiOh ward of Brooklyu is notorious, not only 
for tho prevaleaco of Ullcit dlstilleries, but for 
the brutal violence with which its lubabitanta 
have repeatedly resisted all attem pts of tho 
revenue authorities to enforce the law. 
For 
the past two or three years the officers of the 
Internal Revenue have endeavored by the 
employment of force—even to oalliug <mt 
tiio United States marines from the Navy 
Y ard—to suppress the illicit stills in operation 
iu that locality. 
The officers of the depart­ 
ment made but a poor show when they 
attempted to confront the mob— male and 
female. 
The police wore uot more euccessftil. 
They got pretty* well beaten and battered, and 
that is about all they got for their pains. 
Now, it appears by the statem ent of Supee- 
visor Dntohcr, that tho distilling bnslnese Is 
going on as lively as ever la this rebellions 
disfrict. 
Indeed, it is known very well to the 
authorities that a dozen or more stills are run­ 
ning off whiskey, and of course not paying a 
cent of revenue. 
Thus it seems the law is 
held in open defiance. 
Can it bo that no power 
exists anywhere to put a stop to this business P 
Supervisor Dutcber, knowing these faots and 
finding that he can do nothing with the force 
at his command, has appealed to the ¡Police 
Commissioners to aid him with a force of men 
to proteot his officers from assault in the raid 
upon the stills which he is now about to make. 
Mr, Dutcher says that his meu are ready for 
the servioe—iudeed eager for the fray—and, 
being uDwilliug to call upon the United States 
troops for protection, he asks for the assistance 
of the poUoe. 
The President of the Board of 
P olke Commissioners in bis answer reminds 
the federal officer that the police force is a local 
institution, deriving its powers solely from tho 
State of New York, and is not authorized 
lo carry out any federal la w ; but that if any 
riot is threatened the iiolice will be on hand to 
perform their duty in keeping the peace of the 
city, or if any riot should take place it will be­ 
come the duty of the Police Departm ent to 
suppress it, “ and to arrest aud bold to a strict 
accountability as well those whom we find 
actually engaged in ik as those who, if there bo 
such, have needlessly incited It." 
Clearly this 
IS the sole duty ot the police, and they muel 
deal fairly with both parties. 
The United 
States aulboritios have power enough in their 
liands, we should think, to carry out the laws 
of the United States in a small district of 
Brooklyn, even where a spirit of outlawry has 
be<m rife for a long time. 
But in connection 
with thie offair it suggests itself that tho pro­ 
jected raid of Supervisor Dutcher is announced 
at an inopportuae time. 
H e has perm itted 
the laws to be openly defied in this district so 
long th at ho might wait ju st until after the 
electiou is over before he commences hostilo 
operations. 
The «tills, wo suppose, can be 
seized just as well aftur election as before, 
and the present very active proceedings ol 
Supervisor Dutcher would thus bo less likely 
lo miainterpratatiou.

A nu iveraarjr o f l^ cip slc. 
On the 19th of October, 1819, the alliod 
sovereigns of Prussia, Russia and A uslrb en­ 
tered in triumph the city of Lelpsic, after their 
decisive rictory over the Prench aud tboir 
Gennan allies under the great Napoleou. 
The 
battle, in wliich one hundred aud sixty thou- 
eand French and Germans were opposed by 
two hundred and forty thousand Prussians, 
Russians and Austrlana, began on the IGth, 
and ended on the 18tb, in the disastrous re­ 
treat of Napoleon, with the loss In killed, 
wounded and prisoners, and German desert­ 
ers in the heat of tho battle, of one-third his 
army and half his artillery. 
But he still made 
good his retreat with tho remainder of bis 
forces, and uover exhibited such skill, tenacity, 
pluck and resources as in that famous defun- 
alve campaign in France to April, 1814, 
•gainst the overwhelming armies of tlio allies. 
In the* late terrible battles near and at 
Sedan, of several days’ duration, tho French 
army under Napoleon tljo T!:ird (or McMahon) 
in the beginning numbered hardly less than 
•oe hundred and fifty thousand men, the Gor­ 
man armies enveloping the French being esti­ 
mated at two hundred and fifty thousand men-r- 
the strength of the forces on both sides being 
nearly the same as at Leipstc in 1813. 
But 
here tho comparison ends ; for while the first 
Napoleon, after greater losses in bis battle 
than those of tho French in tho 
fighting 
•round 
Sedan, 
still saved 
tho bulk of 
hia 
army, 
Napoleon 
the Third 
was in­ 
volved in tho 
surrender 
of bis army— 
m en and materials—to the enemy. 
Tho moral 
is, although Leipsic, like Sedan, was the death 
blow to the French empire, bad Napeleon the 
First l»een in the place of Napoleon the Third 
in 1870 there would have been no champagne 
drinking yesterday or to-day by King William 
in Versailles and no bon fires by the Prussian 
army in front of Paris in celebration of the 
battle of Leipsic. 


T h o K etrocrcaalve Policy o f th e C hloese. 
Not long ago tho Bnrllngame mission from 
the Emperor of China to the United States 
government and the Powers of Western Europe 
startled the world into a belief that China was 
about to tear down the wall of its old exclu­ 
sive prejudices and to join the great family of 
nations. 
That this revolution may bo eflfected 
ultima;ely is by no means Impossiblo. 
The 
Chinese progressive party has still influence 
enough to have induced tho Emperor to send 
• party of offloers—one a Prince of tho Impe­ 
rial house—to visit the seal ef war in Europe 
and to report their observations. 
This party 
arrived in San Francisco on tho HUh inst. by 
4ho steamer Great Republic. 
But tho Chinese 
reactionary party. Incited by the priests and 
other a<lherents of the traditional policy of the 
empire, seem more than ever determined to 
restore and maintain it. 
The Pekin authorir 
ties appear to make no aiacoro efforts to bring 
tho Tientsin murderers to justice, and the 
latest advices from China, via London, show 
that preparations for war coatinuo, tho Chi­ 
nese p>-í)fe88ing to believe that tlio Frr-ach ro- 
proaealatives exceeded tiivir instructions in 
making peremptory demands which mtist lead 
to war.

The Filth ward, Brooklyn, presented a seine of

It was a scene of con- 
net between the revenue officials and a number of 
Men who are endeavoring to make their fortunes by 
the manufacture of whiskey without paying the 
government officials the usual license therefor. 
Trom time to time the assessors and deputy asses- 
sors have made raids upon the distilleries and have 
lorn out the workmen at the stills, while the 
owners have looked on, not daring to claim their 
property, for fear of being arrested, and staring the 
fate or the few upon whom tue crashing arm of the 
law had fallen. It IB a well known fact that on two 
or three occasion? a force of marines has been 
called ont to protect the assessors In their raids; 
lint, fortunately, the military found no occasion to 
'resort to the use of arms. The amount ot good ac- 
complished scarcely compensated the government 
for the trouble which tho officers took to suppress 
the places. 


VEX AID OP TUB POLICE REPOSED.

8. B. Butcher asked the Brooklyn Police Commis- 
sioners to aid them In mak ing a raid on the Illicit 
distilleries, aud the Police Commissioners refused, 
replying that the government onght to be snm-

•an! of a local organization, paid by local taxation, 
Ac. Supervisor Dutcher then roado his arrange- 
'nienta lor an early visit to tno whiskey locality, lie 
,appo nted fifty or sixty deputy marshals, who armed 
tiiemseivcs with revoi% era and made other prepara- 
tions to protect themselves in case of

These marshals, under the leadership of Assessor 
"Wass, who is familiar with thepunlcns of the ward, 
assembled at three o'clock yesterday morning and 
'marched in a body to tbe battle grouud. some

Tils activity at the Produce Exchange showed a 


marked diminution to-day under the advance in 
freights, and while breadstuffs were not lower the 
market wu heavy. The telegrams from Chicago 
report n similar state of affairs in that city, tbe rates 
by lake propellers having oeen advanced on tlie ex- 
pectation of heavier shipments and a consequent 
competition lor freights. Doubtless the heavier tone 
of mo market is dua in a measure to the report by 
cable that an armistice between France and Prussia 
IB very probable, the anticipation of peace serving 
to check tbe speculation for such an export of bread- 
stuffs as would result were tbe combatants to pro- 
long hostilities1 Indefinitely.

Moreover, the gold market was weak, and by Its 


decline checked purchases for export, as it likewise 
checked the shipment of stock now in the city. The 
decline in gold was due directly to telegrams from 
Europe that an armistice was very likely to be 
brought about between France and PrusBia pend- 
ing negotiations for peace. The earliest sales at the 
Board were at 113 a 113^, from which there was a 
pressure of sales to H2*j. 
Here the leading bank- 


ers In foreign exchange advanced their rates quite 
sharply aud gold reacted to 112%—the final sales 
this evening occurring at that fignie. As far as

gold have not entirely relinquished their idea 
ol causing an advance, for the rate for borrowing, 
which ranged from flat to 1-64 In the lorenoon, was 
put up to as high at 1-16 before the close of transac- 
tions outside the Clearing House, it is not supposed 
that the "bull'1 interest is extensive or powerful, 
but its management of the loan market has cer- 
tainly been skilful. One canse of the failure of the 
conspiracy in September, 18G9, was the bad grace 
with which the "bulls." then managed their gold; 
for they let the "bears" obtain the upper hand lu 
tne loan market and were constantly paying extrava- 
gant rates to have their gold carried. In the present 
movement the "bulls" have seldom given the 
"bears" an opportunity to get the gold without 
paying a consideration for its use, and they 
appear to hiwe drawn or loosed the reins 
at will. That they exerted their power in this direc- 
tion to-aay was quite visible, and their employment 
of their rebouices in this respect was one of the rea- 
sons for the reaction in gold, *0n the other hand 
the "bearsi" move quite confidently against them, in 
asinucn as the market already gives them 
profit aud in view of the prospective disbursemen 
of ihe November Interest on the public debt, lhe 
rise in exchange has, however, complicated the tern 
porary titnauon, though tue further declension o 
gold is only u, matter of a few days or a lew weeks 
accoiduig as the question of freights shall adjus 
Itsell to permit a heavier export of produce. "While

decreased exports of tho past week and the check

The deceased was born in Pennsylvania during the 
year 1788, and was, consequently, in the eighty- 
fourth year of his age. In 1809, being then a young 
man of twenty-three years, he moved to Ohio, 
where he ever after resided. At the outbreak ol the 
war of. 1812 with Great Britain Mr. Bartley entered 
the military service as an oihcerof volunteers. At 
the conclusion of hostilities he returned iiorne and 
entering into political lire, was elected to the Ohio 
State Senate, lu I8±i he was elected a member ot 
Congress from tlie Cleveland distrtcr, servme four 
successive terms and declining a re-electloa at the 
close of the fourth. For several years alter he re- 
mained out of Oillce, out lu JS4j he was elected Gov- 
ernor or Ohio, serving one term and aeellmust to 
become a candidate for re-election. H& then re- 
tired into private life, nom which he never after 
emerged. 


Jcliii C. Kunkel. 


This gentleman, a prominent citizen of Pennsyl- 


vania, died at his residence In Hamsnurg on the 
lltb instant. He was a native of the State and was 
in the prune of life. Mr. Kunkel received a good 
education, studied law ana in the exercise 01 hia 
legal profession gained an enviable reputation for 
ability. Entering actively into politics as a member 
of the whig organization he was elected to the State 
Legislature, serving several terms. In 1854 he was 
elected a Representative In Congress irom the Tenth 
district of Pennsylvania aud was re-elected in 1856. 
While in the House Mr. KunKel served on the Com- 
mtttee on Claims. Since 1S5B he had taken no 
active part in politics, bnt had remained in retire- 
ment, devoting his tune to the practice of law.

Russia, it it said, tenders her 


offices for mediation, and Austria and Great 
Britain are most anxious for peace. 
In this 


connection it is to be noted that stocks 
advanced yesterday in London and gold fell in 
New York. 
At the same time we learn that 


the demand for a European congress is gen- 
eral and somewhat imperious. 
Russia and 


Austria seem determined to prevent, if pos- 
sible, Prussia from makinz too much capital 
out of this war. 


The spirit of the latest news encourages the 


belief that among all the Powers the feeling 
prevails Chat the war has lasted sufficiently 
long ; that France has been sufficiently humili- 
ated, and that Prussia is already become 
dangerously powerful. 
The moral sense of 


mankind is loud against the continuance of the 
war. It is notorious that all over Great Bri- 
tain the workingmen have begun to believe 
that the war, in its present shape, is a war 
against their order. The feeling has become 
so strong in London that the power of the 
police and the army alone prevents violent 
popular demonstrations. 
We know how it is 


here. 
Nt>t unwilling to see French vanity 


effectually snubbed, we have no desire to see 
France reduced to the rank of a second or 
third rate Power. 
The German democrats 


reveal similar feelings; so powerfully, in fact, 
that King William is threatened with an upris- 
ing in his rear. 
This, however, is not all. 


Austria sees, and sees clearly, that if the 
war is not soon ended her twelve millions of 
Germans wfll kick at Austrian rule and 
exchange the caution of Beusfc for the dash and 
vigor of Bismarck. 
The Fatherland, an 


ancient watchword, powerful in the days of 
Goethe and Schiller, dangerously powerful in 
the days of the Tugendbund, is now the 
mightiest name in Europe. The Fatherland, 
"through Prussia, has found its strength, and 
all Europe feels that a new era, will or 
nil, has been entered upon. 
Tie North, 


through Prussia mainly, has been cultivated, 
taught to feel and know its strength; and 
the German legions, strong in. brain, and 
strong also in limb, are no longer to be held in 
check by any neighboring Power, or by any 
combination of Powers. The German people 
to-day care little about kings or kaisers, but 
they care much for Fatherland, and they are 
resolved that Fatherland shall never again be 
divided. The Austrian government feels this 
and trembles. Russia sees it and scarcely 
knows what to do. Russia only knows that a 
united Germany will leave her but few chances 
iu Europe. Belgium, Holland, Denmark, and 
even Sweden, know that they must at no dis- 
tant day, to save themselves from sorrow, 
become tributaries to the great German nation- 
ality. Great Britain even is convinced tbat 
the day is past when she could rule Europe by 
cunning combinations. Taking into account 
the peculiarly painful situation of France and 
the development of this new and wonderful 
force in central Europe, we cannot wonder 
that the desire for peace has become so general 
and so strong. 


It is our belief that an armistios has become 


almost a necessity. France has no longer a 
good reason to prolong the contest, and 
Prussia, or, rather, Germany, has good reason 
to wish the campaign ended before the rough 
winter season fully sets in. On all hands the 
pressure is in favor of a cessation of hostilities. 
A cessation of hostilities is desirable for 
France, desirable for Germany, desirable for 
Europe, desirable, in fact, for the world ; for 
commerce, which lives and thrives by liberty, 
has grown impatient of what it thinks uncalled- 
for restraint. In spite of all that we have 
heard of French pluck and spirit and persever- 
ance ; in spite of Gambetla and Jules Favre 
and M. Thiers, not one of whom has faith in 
the others, it has to be admitted that the pro- 
longation of this contest is only the prolonga- 
tion of misery, of destruction, of the reign of 
sorrow and death. An armistice, we again 
say, has become a" necessity. History will 


not ended until the United States of Europe 
has become a foot and until the w»/ hu been 
paved for "the parliament of nun, the federa- 
tion of the world," who will be sorry? 
Our 


age is peculiar; it ia the age of popular 
power—the age of progress; and progress 
insists on dash, daring «nd success1. 


The War Situation—The Threatened Bom- 


bardment of

Paris remains as it was. No bombardment 


has commenced yet, and French accounts 
state that the fire from the French forte is so 
sweeping and incessant (hat the siege guns 
cannot be brought near enough to reach the 
city. The heights of Meadon and St. Cloud, 
however, are undoubtedly in possession of the 
Prussians, and they took down, as It were, 
upon the city itself.

We have had despatches again and 
again announcing such a sortie, and we have 
another to-day, but they have been so readily 
denied, and have evidently been so barren of 
results, that we cannot give them full credit. 
A grand sortie, not aE around the line, but in 
force at some one point, would tell its own 
story beyond the power of false bulletins to 
discredit. Therein lies the most promising 
hope of Paris. 


The movement southward continues. Large 


forces of both armies are concentrating near 
Orleans, and another great battle seems to be 
imminent. So far the French have contested 
this southward movement with great courage 
and endurance. It is questionable, however, 
whether good generalship on their part, instead 
of presenting a strong front to their enemy as 
he moves forward, would not rather take him 
in the rear, when he had moved some distance 
from his base at Paris, and attempt to crush 
him between two armies.

An armistice, which some 
weeks ago would have left Prussia to deal 
with France at her own sweet srill, now makes 
a general European congress indispensable. 
Where the congress may meet we know not 
This, however, we do know—the great Powers 
cannot afford to allow France and Prussia 
alone to settle this great question of the future 
peace of the world. Russia demands guaran- 
ees as well as Prussia, Austria demands, or 
desires to demand, guarantees just as much as 
the one or the other. Italy has something to 
say, so has Spain, so hare the Scandinavian 
nations. Great Britain has many things to 
say, and what she has to say mnst be said. If 
an armistice can be agreed to a European 
congress must follow. The congress will have 
mnah to do. It will be difficult to reconcile 
France to a sacrifice of territory. It will be 
impossible to induce Prussia to make peace 
unless there be some snch sacrifice. 
That 


France must give in we regard as a foregone 
conclusion. The question ig not whether 
France will yield, but what the congress will 
do with the ceded provinces of Alsace and 
Lorraine. It is not our opinion that they will 
be annexed to Prussia directly. It is not im- 
possible that they will be annexed to Belgium. 
It js much more probable, however, that Al- 
sace, Lorraine and Luxembourg will be formed 
into a new principality, a principality

.gain in that case will be German, not 
Prussian.

A Washington correspondent of the Boston 


Traveller furnishes the particulars of the 
causes and the reasons which actuated Presi- 
dent Grant in removing Mr. Motley from his 
position as Ambassador of the United States 
at the Court of St. James. ,The reasons are 
thus analyzed by the Boston Advertiser, the 
organ of the administration, as well as of 
Senator Sumner, who was and is the fast 
friend and backer of Minister Motley:— 


First-Soon, arter his appointment Mr. Motley 
drew np a paper containing his views on the ques- 
tions now la controversy between this country and 
Great Britain and submitted it to Secretary Fish. 
The latter, after examining tUe paper, pronounced 
it inconsistent with, the President's own views on 
the sublet, and it waa therefore rejected, and Mr. 
Motley was furnished wlta instructions of an oppo- 
site character. Notwithstanding this Mr. Motley 
presumed to enforce big own views upon the liritlnh, 
government, lepresentinx tnem to be the views of 
the President, 


second—The President asked Senator Snmner to 
support the St. Domingo treaty, ana the latter re- 
plied that he was a supporter of the administration, 
jet afterwards opposed the treaty. 


Tlura—Mr. Motley refused to appoint Hamilton 
Fisa, Jr., assistant secretary of legation. 


Fourth—Mi. Motley "disgusts EujtusU politicians." 
The Sumner organ comes to the relief of its 


favorite and argues upon the points named 
briefly as follows:—1. That the last three add 
nothing to the case. 2. That it'confirms a 
popular impression that Sumner's opposition 
to the St. Domingo treaty was one reason 
which led to the removal of Motley; and, 3. 
That if the authorities at Washington had 
studied English opinion as expressed through 
English papers, concerning the estimation in 
which Motley is teld in the country to which 
he is accredited the fourth reason for dismissal 
would not have been given. 


The Boston Post—democratic organ, and 


consequently anti-administration 
and anti- 


Sumner, as well as anti-Motley—gives the casef 
in its own characteristic way, thus:—That, in 
the first place, Motley refused to follow his 
instructions and committed his government to 
certain views by submitting his despatches pre- 
maturely to the revision of Lord Clarendon; 
that Motley was appointed upon the promise 
of Senator Sumnsr to support the administra- 
tion; that Sumner failed to do so when he 
opposed President Grant's policy in regard to 
the annexation of St. Domingo, and hence 
Sumner's influence, as affecting Motley's am- 
bassadorship, fell to the bottom of the Carib- 
bean Sea. 


These are the main features in the Motley 


case, as discussed by the leading Boston 
papers on both sides of politics. 
It is in that 


latitude the subject invokes more interest and 
chaEenges more comment than, possibly, in 
any other section of the country. 


Now, 
all these statements of a Washington 


correspondent of a Boston paper may be true 
or they may not 
But suppose they all prove 


to be true, what do they amount to ? Simply 
this:—That General Grant sent Motley as Min- 
ister to England with certain private infrac- 
tions ; that Motley betrayed the President and 
his policy about the Alabama claims and other 
matters affecting our relations with England 
by an untimely disclosure of the same to the 
British Minister; that Senator Sumner betrayed 
the President by an Ignominious forfeiture of 
his pledged word to support his administra- 
tion : that the little matter of the appointment 
of a Secretary of Legation, in the person of 
Fish, Jr., son of the Secretary of State, ac- 
celerated the discomfiture of Motley's mis- 
sion ; that the voice of the English people is 
better heard through the mouthpieces of the 
English journals than through the speeches 
and diplomatic despatches of the English gov- 
ernment. 


Under all the circumstances, therefore, we 


hold that President Grant was not only justi- 
fied in recalling Minister Motley, but, further- 
more, if we had been iu a state of war 
with Great Britain at the time,'he would have 
been sustained by the American people iu 
hanging him for divulging the secrets of his 
foreign policy, as he would have been in con- 
demning to death a rebel spy caught iu the aot 
of "plying his vocation" during the perilous 
hours of our nation's existence.

There is more than the usual amount of ex- 


citement over the coming contest for the 
nominations on the Congressional ticket to ba 
elected in this city in November next. This 
does not so much arise from the attitude taken 
by two adverse political parties as from the 
hesitation of the Tammany Regency to select 
candidates. 
The policy of that party ostensi- 


bly is to leave the nominations of candidates 
to the nominating conventions appointed in 
the several wards and districts, the leaders 
reserving a merely revisionary power, with the 
privilege of making such changes in the 
names of parties as the ever varying temper 
and policy of the powers that be deem advisa- 
ble. If this policy were rigidly observed it 
would throw upon the several candidates the 
herculean task of manufacturing political capi- 
tal with the members of county, disjrict and 
ward nominating conventions, according to the 
office sought for by the candidate. One de- 
sirable object, however, attained by this new 
plan is, that it to a very considerable extent 
relieves the Tammany leaders of a great deal 
of the political pressure and personal impor- 
tunity to which they were heretofore snbjectpd 
nnder the old plan, while it at the same time 
protects them from much of the odium which 
is naturally felt for the man in power by the 
disappointed place hunter. 


^ The struggle for the Congressional nomina- 
tions in this city partakes very much of the

with candidates. In the Fourth Congres- 
sional district Tammany appears to hold 
aloof from evincing particular 
favor for 


any 
one candidate 
over

strength and popularity and thereby prove his 
claims to be considered worthy of a Tammany 
endorsement. The candidates in the field are 
allatrong men, andeacb, for his specialty, very 
popular. First in the field, as he is undoubt- 
edly first so far ia the race, is Robert B. 
Roosevelt, who has one strong recommenda- 
tion, that he is to the manner born—being a 
native of the district. Independent of this it is 
peculiarly a commercial district, most of its 
interests being connected with tho business 
and commerce of the port, and Mr. Roosevelt, 
as the descendant of a very old commercial 
family, may very naturally be considered as 
identified with those interests and as havin"1 


the support of all those persons most intimately 
connected with them. 


The district is almost thoroughly Irish, how- 


ever, and this, to some extent, is in favor of 
his opponents. 
One of these is General 


McMahon, late Minister to Paraguay, and 
whose record during the war would entitle him 
to the suffrages of his fellow citizens for almost 
any office within their gift. Algernon S. Sul- 
livan is another candidate claiming the Irish 
support as his just and well earned meed for 
his devotion to the cause on all national ques- 
tions. 


Mr. Roosevelt, however, will assuredly re- 


ceive all the support that the Democratic 
Union party can give him, backed by the slight 
republican vote in. the district, and as, not- 
withstanding this opposing influence, he stands 
well with Tammany, it may be safely con- 
cluded, from the policy of the regency referred 
to above, that he will get tlie nomination of the 
convention and the endorsement of Tammany.

Tho 
Fifth ward of Brooklyn is notorious, not only 
for the prevalence of illicit distilleries, but for 
the brutal violence with which its inhabitants 
have repeatedly resisted all attempts of the 
revenue authorities to enforce the law. 
For 


the past two or three years the officers of the 
Internal Revenue have endeavored by the 
employment of force — even to calling out 
the United States marines from the Navy 
Yard— to suppress the illicit stills in operation 
in that locality. 
The officers of the depart- 


ment made bu^ a' poor show when they 
attempted to confront the 'mob— male and 
female. 
The police were not more successful. 


They got pretty well beaten and battered, and 
that is about all they got for their pains. 


Now, it appears by the statement of Super- 


visor Dutcher, that tho distilling business is 
going on as lively as ever in this rebellions 
district. Indeed, it is known very well to the 
authorities that a dozen or more stills are run- 
ning off whiskey, and of course not paying a 
cent of revenue. Thus it seems the law is 
held in open defiance. Can it be that no power 
exists anywhere to put a stop to this business? 
Supervisor Dutcher, knowing these facts and 
finding that he can do nothing with the force 
at his command, has appealed to the Police 
Commissioners to aid him with a force of men 
to protect his officers from assault in the raid 
upon the stills which he is now about to make. 
Mr. Dutcher says that his men are ready for 
the service — indeed eager for the fray — and, 
being unwilling to call upon the United States 
troops for protection, he asks for the assistance 
of the police. The President of the Board ol! 
Police Commissioners in his answer reminds 
the federal officer that the police force is a local 
institution, deriving ita powers solely from the 
State of New York, and is not authorized 
to carry out any federal law ; but that if any 
riot is threatened the police will be on band ta 
perform their duty in keeping the peace of ths 
city, or if any riot should take place it will be- 
come the duty of the Police Department to 
suppress it, "and to arrest and hold to a strict 
accountability as well those whom we fiW 
actually engaged in it as those who, if there b^ 
such, have needlessly incited it." 
Clearly thsrf 


is the sole duty ot the police, and they must' 
deal fairly with both parties. 
The United 


Slates authorities have power enough in theW 
hands, we should think, to carry out the laws 
of the United States in a small district o4 
Brooklyn, even where a spirit of outlawry has 
been rife for a long time. But in connection 
with this affair it suggests itself that the pnv 
jected raid of Supervisor Batcher is announced 
at an inopportune time. He has permitted' 
the laws to be openly defied in this district so' 
long that he might wait just until after tha 
election is over before he commences hostila 
operations. The stills, we suppose, can M 
seized just as well after election as before, 
and the present very active proceedings o^ 
Supervisor Dutcher would thus ba less likely 
to misinterpretation,

sovereigns of Prussia, Russia and Austria en- 
tered in triumph the city of Leipsio, after their 
decisive victory over the French and their 
German allies under the great Napoleon. The 
battle, ia which one hundred and sixty thou- 
sand French and Germans were opposed by 
two hundred and forty thousand Prussians, 
Russians and Austrian?, began on the 16th, 
and ended on the 18th, in the disastrous re- 
treat of Napoleon, -with the loss in killed, 
•wounded and prisoners, and German desert- 
ers in tho heat of tha battle, of one-third his 
army and half his artillery. But he still made 
good his retreat with the remainder of his 
forces, and never exhibited such skill, tenacity, 
pluck and resources as in that famous defen- 
sive campaign In France to April, J814, 
against the overwhelming armies of the allies. 


In the late terrible battles near and at 


Sedan, of several days* duration, the French 
army under Napoleon the Third (or Mejlahon) 
in the beginning numbered hardly less than 
one hundred and fifty thousand man, the Ger- 
znan armies enveloping the French being esti- 
mated at two hundred and fifty thousand men— 
the strength of the forces on both sides being 
nearly the same as at Leipsic in 1813. But 
here the comparison ends; for while the flrst 
Napoleon, after greater losses in his battls 
than those of the French in the fighting 
around 
Sedan, 
still saved the bulk of 


tis army, Napoleon the Third was in- 
volved in the surrender of his army— 
men and materials—to the enemy. Tbe moral

Not long ago the Burliugame mission from 


£he Emperor of China to the United States 
government and the Powers of Western Europe 
atarlled the world into a belief that China was 
about to tear down the wall of its old exclu- 
sive prejudices and to join tho great family of 
nations. That this revolution may be effected 
ultimately is by no means impossible. 
The

01 the deliberations of tne Coroner's jury. That body 
decided to adjourn over until ihls morning, and 
thereupon a Deputy Coroner proceeded to the sta- 
tion 11 ith a warrant for the tempoiary commitment 
of Mi. Crawford. The deputy round, nowi-ver, mat 
Mr. Crawford had aheady been sent to onsou 
nndei a commitment made out by Alderman 
Kerr, who was not disposed to give satisfactory 
leplles 
when 
questioned 
on 
the 
subject of 
his action. The Deputy coroner reported the facts 
tojud^e Allison, who directed him (Mr. Sees) U> 
send his commitment to the prison, and, in the 
event of a refusal on tne part of tke Mison authori- 
ties to deluer Crawford to the custody of the Coro- 
nerttiis morning, to iepoi t again to him. 
'IIns morning, howevei. Mr. Sees called upon Chief 


JlulholLui',1 and handed him un order to pioduccthe 
body of Crawford ac tlie Coroner's oillce at ten 
o'clock. The Chief detailed High Constables Mill and 
l)e llavcti, and they went to the prison In a car- 
rl.,ge and brought rne prisoner to the Coroner's 
office. The jury, after an hour's delibeiatlon, re-

re use of tobacco stamps; also to the further fact 
that seldom are these pails or buckets when, emptied 
by the dealer found to nave the stamps destroyed 
or. even defaced, A strong susniclou la awakened 
against the nse of these pails. 
It arises from 


the fact that they are expensive for a package 
allowed to be usea only once; that they may 
with great facility t>e returned to the factory 
and refilled, and that the dealers generally neglect 
to destroy the stamps or 
stamped

01 the package when emptied. The attention

called to tins subject, aud the Commissioner 
urges upon them a more rigid

CATHOLICITY ANBJWITEiTAHTISS. ' 
', 


Lecture by Rev. I. T. Becker on «m« Re- 


liclong Condition of tbe Country." 


Kev. J. T. Hecter, Superior of the Community of 


Paullsts, lectured last events* at the Brooklyn 
Academy or Music on "The Religious Condition ot 
the Country." There was a very lame audience 
present, Including a large number of Citnoilo clergy- 
men, who were seated upon the stage. Tne proceeds 
or the lecture were devoted to St. Vincent's Home 
for Boys, in Vme street. 
' • , 


Eev. I'StnerHecser was introduced to the audi- 


ence by Kev. Father Free!, of the Church of S»r. 
Charles Borromeo. The lecturer, In opening his dis- 
course, said that there were two irresistible ten- 
dencies at work In the Christian world, one*bf which 
lead to Catholicism and the other to rationalism. 
The workings of these two tendencies were more ap- 
parent in our country than In any other. Why? 
Because here religion was a fair and free field- 
nothing obstructed it In Its natural and logical con- 
sequence. H he brought to the witness stand New 
England as the representative of Protestantism in 
our country he thought that he was not acting un- 
fairly. 
The people of New England—the Puritan 


rathera—were religions men, anri loved rellgionabove 
all things, and were ready to sacrifice everything 
for the Ireedom or carrying oat their own religious. 
Ideas, What bad been the nistory or the religious 
opinions ol New England5 Any man that was a 
little acquainted with their history Knew full well tnat 
within this century they had changed entirely their 
religions views. Not one man or woman in ten, and 
perhaps not one In one hundred, would be willing 
to make active faith on the five points of Calvinism, 
which was the religion OL the Puritan fathers—In a 
Tiord, they had turned clean around the circle, 
so that 
the 
religion 
of 
the people 
there 
to-day was an entire subversion of Christi- 
anity as held 
by then: forefatners. 
Father 
Hecker quoted from one or two Protestant authori- 
ties concerning the religious condition ol the people 
of New England to show that the American people 
the Protestants, are losing their hold on the distinc- 
tive doctrines of Christianity. Irrellcion was found 
to increase In proportion to the distance from the 
centre of the towns. A similar state or things was 
reported to exist in some parts of Massacnusetts. 
Father Hecker also quoted from Dr. Bellows and 
other Protestant clergymen in support of his argu- 
ment, 
and 
inquired 
the 
reason 
of 
this 
fading away aj;ong 
the Protestant portions 


of the community. Tnere had been no obstacle, he 
said, but it had been in the very natnre of their re- 
ligion. Protestantism was 'he exaggeration or the 
supernatural. Protestants started with the proposi- 
tion that man was tolally depraved; they started 
withtDe proposition tha; if he were saved it was 
entirely or God's election. Man had no free will In 
the matter. In a word, salvation was a matter 
entirely of the supernatural, and the natural man 
conia ao nothing bnt act contrary to the will of God. 
Now the demonstrations, or whatev er von pleased 
to call 
them, that had the least "amount of 
Christianity in them were 
the most popular 
in New England. Unltananisin had £of rid of 
Christ by denying his divinity; Cmversallsm bad 
got rid of hell by denying us ez,stence and Spintu- 
al«m Had got rid of h.ea-» en by saostitaMnj some- 
thing for it. All you had to do to save yourself was 
to act use a man. (Laughter.) it was natural for 
those who lollowed Martin Luther, to inquire what 
right Luther had \v Inch they had not. If Lather 
could interpolate the Scriptures aud knock out what- 
ever parts he chose, why could not they too? This 
they had done and u Germany nothing was left 
authentic In the scripture save the covers. (Laugh- 
ter.) The lecturer invited attention to Protestantism 
from a social point or view, and remarked that all of 
us—it mattered not wnat onr creed might oe—would 
admit that the family was the foundation 01 so- 
ciety. Destroy the family and you destroy society; 
but, strange to saj, Protestantism in its very begin- 
ning attempted to strike a fatsl blow at the sacred- 
ness of tne family. In the State ot Connecticut, the 
lecturer said, there-waa one clvorce to every eight 
Protestant families, aid he was told that Massa- 
chusetts was not muca better. 
If that continued 
much further what would themaruage tie be? 
They wou'd deal in the marriage tie as tue/ did in 
Christianity. By and by person-would oe divorced 
and married again. Children would cume, but they 
would be obsUdeT m the waj, and the result 
would be that few children would be born. The 
fact was that the lutreaae in the population of New 
England depended upon foreieuers- The deaths of 
the American people were equal almost to the num- 
ber ol bitrfta. it had been said that tna Yankees, 
the smartest people In Uie world, were in danger of 
dying out. This, b'atuer Hecker said, w as the legiti- 
mate result or this tampering with the sanctiiy of 
marriage. One point he brought out in this con- 
iieetion was th.it iho evils just depicted "u ere almost 
entirely unknown among ths Catholics. He con- 
tended that Protestantism, in its logical conse- 
quences, ended iu irratiocalism; lu its moral conse- 
quences It ended In iithei-ru, and ia its social aspect 
it ended in tue total deslruotioa of the race.

Congress, whicn has continued its sessions for an 
entire we'ek without the least abatement of the In- 
terest vnth which it started. The platform of princi- 
ples reported by the Business Committee was again, 
taken up and the remaining sections adopted, wittt

France, one from England and one from Italy. 


M. Bonnevllle de Marsaugny, of France, communi- 
cated an able paper, giving art interesting: accoun: 
of his own remarkable invention of a criminal regis- 
ter, by which tho antecedents or cnm.nal blograpjr 
ofa party arrested and biouglit to trial may be a-jcer- 
taiued with eaaa and certainty brtae court beiora 
which he Is arraigned. 


G. B. Hnbbell, or _<ew Tort, read a paper on tho 
reformatory discipline as applied to aaiiit prisoners.

saved to themselves and society. Tlie experiments 
of Maconochie, In Norfolk Island; Mautesinos, irt 
Spaln,and Crofton, In lieland, had demonstrated this 
proposition. 


A number of other essays were read, after wluclt 
a resolution warmly sympathizing vvltli this move- 
ment, and expressing hopefulness as to Its results, 
was adopted. 


The closing services in the evening were of ttie 
the most interesting character. Dr Wines moved a 
resolution of thanks, in which the president of the- 
Congress, the writers of papers at Dome and aoroad,

LIQUOR SMUGGLERS ARRESTED IN EflSTOS. 


Four Prominent Merchants Taken Into Cus- 


tody and Held for Trial.

covery of a system of smucgllnc practised at this

Wendell Phillip* upoke marly two hours to a large 


audience m the Mosic Hall to-night on some of the 
political issues in Massachusetts. He arraigned the 
republican party particularly ana the democratic 
party incidentally for having no living Idea to pro. 
pose. He bad searched the documents, speeches 
and resolutions in the conventions of the 
former, finding only one proposal for toe fu- 
ture watchfulness in the policy of reconstruc- 
tion— a necessary, bat by no means its only duty. 
A pretentious pride of its good record was the only 
claim set forth by its exponents at the recent rally 
in Faneuil Hall. The remarks of Mr. Harris, of 
North Carolina, he claimed, exposed the secret of the 
defeat of tne party in that State, where armed bands 
of the Kn Klnx Klan, unchecked by the govern- 
ment, Kept ten thousand republicans from thepolis. 
The address of the elder Senator would nave sounded 
the better had an arrangement been made to keep 
Mr. Earns away. The quicker sncn watchfulness 
over the reconstructed State ceased the better. The 
lanlt was not somucn with General Grant as with 
Congress; but the responsibility snould not be di- 
v ded. There was not, he averred, a republican 
Representative in North Carolina or Tennessee wno 
could travel safely in his district, and nine Repre- 
sentatives lie dead in Georgia to-day for their adhe- 
rence to their principles. 


The democrats were pot in no better light, as pro- 
posing no idea, dialing only at tne expenses of the 
government, dwelling a little upon some financial 
theories and painting a dark future when the great 
settlements of tho war were to be reversed. 
Mr. Phillips had hoped to present the claims of 
women as one of the living Issues in his lecture, as 
it covered the development of half the human race; 
but he regretted they did not see at to embrace the 
golden opportunity and jump into the arena while 
the old parses were crumbling. Bat tne leaders 
judged otherwise, and they must await the.move- 
ments of tne two parties that have promised to 
give tnelr claim attention. 
Temnerance and

life. The negroes bv their transition to an activt 
political existence were thrown in the shade. The 
cry of the republican party to be again entrusted 
with these measures was nnheeafcd.

The Kegro Innrrcetioa in tbe Southern tut d 


the Wand—Prompt Action of the An.

Outbreak. 


On the 3Zd mt. a tenons disturbance broke om in 


the southern part oi the Island of Martinique, which 
bat lor the prompt action of the Governor and tha 
cheerful alacrity with which all classes of the popu- 
lation of the middle and northern patta of the island 
obeyed his call, would have greatly marred the 
prosperity of the colony. As it is, aboqt twenty 
sugar estates have been horned and •several respect- 
able planters lost their lives. 
, 


The incendiary bands were composed of tne idle 


and worthless portion of the community, joined, It 
Is reported, by persons of the same class from the 
neighboring English island ot St. Lucia. Very few, 
if any, of the working people are known to be 
among them. Their pretext for the outbreak was 
revenge for what they considered 
the un- 


just condemnation of 
one of their class, 


who had been sentenced 
to five years' 


imprisonment for a murderous assault and battery 
committed on an aged white gentleman; but their 
real motive was plunder, and the mall from France, 
having arrived the day previous with the news of the 
proclamation of the republic, they thought that the 
tunes of '48 had returned and that they could kul, 
burn and rob with impunity. 


The Governor, De Loiane, an experienced soldier, 


immediately Issued a proclamation placing the com- 
munes of St. Esprit, Bmere PUote, Elriere Salee, 
St. Luce, Marln and St. Anne under martial law, 
and calling for volunteers to aid in restoring law 
and order. The call was speedily responded to. 
Within twelve hours after its reception in Fort de 
France, St. Pierre and Trinity, companies of 
volunteers, both horse and foot, were orga- 
nized at

of those places and

They were despatched at once, under competent 
oflicerss to the scene of the disturbance, where all 
the tegular troops had been sent that could be 
spared, and, vigorously applying themselves to their 
work, in about six days KilleJ, captured or dis- 
persed the insurgents, who were 
estimated 


to number about ronr 
hundred, and com- 


pletely suppressed the insurrection. About two 
hundred of them were killed and one hun- 
dred and fifty captured. 
The only casualties 


reported among the trooos were M. Emile Romance, 
a highly esteemed young merchant of St. Pierre, 
killed, and one colored man shot through the shoul- 
dei. 
Many of the rioters fried to escane to St. Lncia, 
but the French Transatlantic Company had given 
one of their steamers—the Sonora—and M. Gaston 
Bepaz, a m»rcbant of St. Pierre, the schooner Bapid, 
an old English yacht, to the Governor, who armed 
them and sent them to guard the St. Lucia channel, 
thereby cutting oir their retreat In. that direction. 
On the 29th nit. the Governor issued D13 prociama- 
zon granting amnesty to all the Insurgents except 
;he chiefs and assassins, provided that no more es- 
tates were attacked or burned, and ottering a re- 
ward for the apprehension of the principal ring- 
eader—Eugene Lacaule—who was captured on the 
1st inst. 
on the 3d instant the volunteers had all returned 
and been disbanded, me vessels restored to their 
owners and tbe prisoners were unaer trial by 
military commission at Fort de France.

Berore Judge Brady. 


Eleanor J. Sumner us. The Erie Sail) and Com- 


pany—This was a suit brought by me plaintiff to 
recover $1,000 from ihe defendants, the alleged 
value or the contents or a trunk. In July, 1S66, she 
bought tickets from Cairo to this cltv, via the Erie 
Railroad, and on arriving hero round that her trunk 
had been broken open, and clothing and jewelry or 
the value stated stolen.
